NO CUBAN 
RECIPROCITY. 
Although great vigilance Is necessary, 
because 
of the 
wide 
Influence 
of the 
sugar 
trust, 
It 
Is altogether 
probable 
that the duty on Cuban sugar 
will be 
kept Just where It Is. 
The Influence and 
the sentiment 
of. most of the arriving 
statesmen 
In 
against 
ratifying 
any 
reciprocity treaties, 
It Is believed 
be- 
yond al! doubt that there 
will 
be no 
revision of the tariff at the coming 
scs-tl- m 
and accordingly the only manner 
In which the Cuban duties could be re- 
moved 
would 
be by special net, 
which 
Is also Improbable, 
or by some recipro- 
city treaty 
"Reciprocal relations with Cuba, 
ad- 
mitting sugar at low tariff rates," said 
Mr. Dllllncbam nfter his Interview 
with 
the President, "would be exceedingly de- 
structive of business In Hawaii.

however,

need 
cheap labor. 
The lack of efficient labor 
In the Islands Is a very serious problem 
and something ought to be 
done
